By telling the ASC office they do not 
plar to use their alloted peanut and cotton 
acreage, land owners accomplish two things. 
First, they do not lose their own allotment 
for the next year or get it cut anymore than 
a proportionate share. Then they make more 
acres available to the farmers who want to 
plant cotton and peanuts because the land 
is reallocated to those who will make use of | 
it. 

Cotton and peanut acreage quotas re- 
ceived by the ASC are in all probability final. 
Acreage of cotton has been cut heavily and 
peanuts shaved some. One land owner who 
planted 17.6 acres of cotton last year has 
an allotment of only 13.1 for spring. His 
only increase will come from unwanted al- 
lotments turned back to the ASC. 

Farmers not wanting their quotas will 
heln increase the county income from these 
two crops and help those trying to make 
farming pay under limited acreage allot- 
ments by releasing them early enough for 
their neighbor to plant them.
